HEN THE founders of our country set the presidential term of office 
W at four years they did not foresee the development of politics under 
a republican system. They sought only to meet the necessities of 
a nation still in an inchoate state; and it was impossible that they should 
look forward to a day when the United States could afford to make its 
political calculations for ten or even twenty years ahead without en- 
dangering the stability of national institutions, That day has come, 
however; and the people gain nothing and lose much by electing or re- 
electing a president every four years. ‘They gain nothing, for, should they 
make a mistake and elect an unfit man, or one who in any serious way 
abuses his position, they have the machinery for ousting him—a safe and 
sure machinery, providing for a fair and public trial. ‘They lose much — 
more than they fully realize at present. 
* ° * 
The interruption of business, the excitement and bad feeling caused 
by frequently recurrent political campaigns are bad enough, certainly. 
But the worst of our present system is that it gives the president no fair 
chance to establish and carry out his policy. He must devote at least 
_two years to, learning his duties and his powers. He can not come to 
his work with a clear knowledge of its nature. Not even supreme genius 
can keep him from blundering in the first half of his term, The strain 
imposed upon him is terrible. His duties are multifarious. No ruler of 
a constitutional monarchy has any such burden to bear. He must be 
king and chancellor and prime-minister in one; and he is at the same 
time expected to be the leader of his party. And, moreover, he must 
give his time and attention to a number of trifling duties that should be 
left entirely to his subordinates. Think of the absurdity of it—the ruler 
of our great nation must pick out the proper man for postmaster in every 
little town in the whole country 


*

And while he is picking out postmasters and studying the merits of 
applicants for pensions, he must also care for the graver issues of state. 
He must guide our foreign policy; he must master every problem in 
domestic economics that may arise. If reform is necessary in any-depart- 
ment of the government, he must initiate the movement and: carry it 
through. If our national laws work ill, if our system of revenye-¢ellection 
is bad, if our general taxation is unfair, we look to him to right the wrong 
—and he has but four years in which to do it. Let the American citizen 
ask himself whether this is fair treatment or not. Do other nations ask 
as much of their rulers? Does Germany demand such service from her 
emperor, or Italy from her king?

The mischief of this system increases with every year, and the time 
must come when the people will see the absurdity of paying a man two 
hundred thousand dollars to govern them for four years, and setting 
him to do aclerk’s work in selecting small officials and examining pension 
claims. Until that time does come, we can best secure good government 
by retaining competent and patriotic officials for the longest possible time. 
When we find a man who is willing and able to take upon his shoulders 
the mighty burden of the presidency, we should at least allow him the 
time he needs for his work. Certainly, we should not expect that in the 
brief space of four years he will accomplish reforms for which other coun- 
tries have waited for generations. ;

Four years ago we elected Grover Cleveland president. In those 
four years he has done his duty well and honestly — not without mistakes, 
for he is only a mortal man, like his predecessors in office — but with a 
more intelligent and conscientious desire to.serve the country than any 
president has shown since Abraham Lincoln died. He has not succeeded 
in establishing a non-partisian civil service; but he has done more toward 
that end than any other president has done. He has not purified the bad 
political atmosphere that the country has breathed for twenty years; but 
he has made it much less noxious. He has not, in fact, done the impos- 
sible; but all that was possible in the way of good government he has 


done: and he has given us every reason to believe that in eight years of 
work he can make much possible that was impossible in four, 
* . # 

If Mr. Cleveland appears before the country as a candidate for re- 
election, he asks for the votes of his fellow-citizens on his merits as a 
public officer, to enable him to do al] that he can in four years of the vast 
work that lies before him. He has left the people in no doubt as to his 
willingness to undertake the greatest task that can lie before a public man 
in our day and generation—the reduction of the onerous tax that is 
exacted of the many for the bemefit of the few. For years this tax has 
been a grievous burden to the nation, yet so great has been the power of 
the men who are benefited by it, that hardly a man in office has dared to 
speak against it. Mr. Cleveland has taken a brave stand and has made 
the question of tariff reform the political issue of the hour —the issue of 
the coming campaign it must surely be. The contest that is to come will 
not be fought on narrow grounds. Mr. Cleveland will not be opposed by 
the leader of a set of infuriated fanatics,— for the leader has finally ac- 
complish<d the difficult task of saying in plain English that he will lead 
no longer,— he will have an opportunity of making a fair fight for a great 
principle. We are confident that the people will not let his four years 
of good work go for nothing.

[HEN THE Original first settler fenced in 
three saloons, a drug-store, and a 
goat, and called it Allegheny City, 
and then named the adjacent moun- 
tain after it, he did a big thing — for 
Pittsburgh. 

The Pittsburgher, on festive 
thoughts intent, can now wash his 
hands (if he lives in the suburbs, 
where he can get out of the city be- 
fore they get dirty again), and run 
over to Allegheny City for a few 
hours, and there breathe air that 
does not blacken his larynx, uvula, 
and pterygoid corpuscles as it goes 
.,. down. 

This is very nice for the Pitts- 
burgher. 

But what benefit does Allegheny 
City derive from Pittsburgh, in return 
for this? 

Don’t ask me to answer this Ff 
question. This is a standing row

gheny City at night to sleep. These are quite harmless, and are never 
seen upon the streets. They spend their time, while home, in washing 
themselves and hoarding their pennies to pay bridge tolls and Jaun- 
dry bills. 

2.— Persons connected with one of the two theological in- 
stitutions that train well-meaning young men to go and be eaten 
by inhabitants of uncivilized regions, ‘They give consider- 
able life to the place, and as they walk around, two by 
two, clad in sombre black and shovel hats, talking in ani- 
mated tones about the iconoclastic tendencies of the times, 
lecterns, Jansenism, Judices Synodales, and other 
topics rife in theological circles, the Allegheny 
City girls will look out at them through the closed 
shutters, and nudge each other, and say: ‘‘My!

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HINTS FOR COUNTRY-HOME SEEKERS. 





Mh £OPLE WHO HAVE summer residences in the country could 
save a great deal of money by being born and brought 
Y up there. They would then become acquainted, in 
a natural and easy manner, with the ways and means 
of maintaining a country home, and not be obliged to 
buy their experience at the extreme cost of their im- 
mortal souls, 
The country is the right place for a man to live, 
summer and winter, if he wants to grow old gracefully 
and die successfully. If he was born there, he is brought 
up to the business, and he knows more about it than 
a Wall Street financier can ever learn, no matter how 
clever he may be in the management of dead stock. If, 
however, the city man who sallies forth into the country 
and purchases himself a rural nest had some kind friend 
to give him tips on the game, he would hug the brawny 
farmer very close in the race for an early grave. It is 
the intention of the writer, who has grown prematurely old 
in acquiring costly experience, to give away herewith a few 
hints for the benefit of those who may desire to go upon the amateur 
yokel stage. These hints are but trifles; but they will help to-soothe and 
comfort your journey toward the tomb. 

Never quarrel with your neighbors about repairing line fences. Let 
them do it their own way, and don’t you interfere with them. Many a 
man has run’ up against a concealed hornet’s nest while monkeying with a 
line fence. 

Never do your own plowing. Hire a professional expert; and_ after 
he is fairly started in for his day’s work, say about ten a. M., go out and 
sit on the fence and teach him the mathematical properties of parallel 
furrows. Let him see that while he may have some skill as a practitioner, 
you are just seething with theory.
